Canada’s Trade 


Canada’s trade is increasing at the!¢ 


present time at a most prodigious 
rate and this year will see all records 
shattered and the high water 1cark of 
Canadian commercial achievement. 
The figures for the twelve .wunths 
ending September receatly issued 
‘show a total of over two hillion dol- 
lars. This includes shipments of coin 
‘and bullion, but even after subtract- | 
ing these the total is $1,738,204,256 
against $443,234,443 for the same 
twelve months of 1915 an $1,vv0,- 
063,499 for 1914, the lirgest previous 
figure. 

The growth in busineis siuce the 
year 1911 is astonishing. In 1911 
the total trade was $769,443,905. The 
total trade only a decale ag -vas 
less than athird of Canada’s forcign 
business this year, being $550,872,645 
in 1906. 

The most encouraging feature of tre 
trade figures for this is that for the 
first time sinc: 1901 the trade }:al- 
ance is favorable to Canada. During 
[the ten years prior to iv)1 Canida 
kept steadily year by year purchas- 
ing more abroad than was rold to 
foreign countries, creating arn unfav- 
orable trade balance vihich in 1011 
was actually three hundred million | 
oHars. 

This year Canada will have a bal- 
ance on the right side 9! the ledger 
in the trade account of nearly three 
‘hundred and fifty million dollars. The 
total imports for the twelve mouths ! 
ending September amounted to $6%4,- 
278,605 against exports of $1,052,- 
925,651. The greatest increares in 
exports for the twelve months were 
in shipments of agricultural produce 
and manufactured articles. Siiprientd 
of agricultural products for the 
twelve months was $396,455,537 and 
of manufactured articles $361,f~: 419 
in both cases an increase for the 
year of nearly three hundred per «cut

Our financial problems are practic- 
ally all due to arrears of taxes and 
were we able to collect even 75 per 
cent of the taxes owing we would 
have little trouble in financing, Und- 
er present conditions we cannot hope 
to clean up the arrears of taxes for a 
few years but it should be possible 
to reduce the amount outstanding 
each year from now on. 

Receipts from licenses, weigh 
scales, police court fines, etc., are de- 
creasing each year and practically 
our only source of revenue is taxes. 
If the taxes could be collected in the 
year in which they are levied it 
would be possible to reduce the tax 
rate by about 4 mills. 

There has been a great saving in 
expenditures again this year. Your 
Council saved every dollar possible 
and deserve your thanks for their ef- 
forts towards economy. I also beg ta 
call the attention of the citizens ta 
the excellent management of the 
Memorial Hospital by FF, H. Tall- 
man Esq., and the matron, Miss 
Kingston.

‘he article in the Providence Juur- 
nal disclosed nothing of value to the 
'Dominion Governnient. Sume of its 
'statements were true, and some of 
them were not. But the statements 
which were true weren't new, and 
the statements which were new 
weren't true. The Government will 
be able to prove, when the proper 
| ime comes, that every claim made 
by it in respect to its nickel policy 
was based upon absolute fact. Mean- 
while it should not be forgotten that 
Canadian nickel is not the only nick- 
el procurable in the United States, 
Considerable quantities are mined 
annually as by-products of American 
copper mines: and there is no possible 
way which the British or Canadian 
Government can control its destina- 
tion. Then there is New Caledonia. 
One Canadian so-called independent 
newspaper, notoriously hostile to 
fact, stated the other day as a 
crowning argument against the policy 
of the Dominion Government that 
the nickel mines of New Caledonia 
had been nationalized by France. 
The truth is exactly the opposite. 
Nickel from New Caledonia has been 
entering the United States since the 
beginning of the war, without the 
slightest restriction, and is being re- 
fined in considerable quantities at 
New Brunswick, New Jersey, by the 
United States Nickel Retining Com- 
pany. Morcover, the International 
Nickel Company is also a large hold- 
erof interests in connection with 
the New Caledonia mines. Over this 
nickel neither Britain nor Canada has 
tae slightest control. 

But, even supposing that the Deut- 
chland carried a dozen cargoes of 
nickel to Germany, what would they 
avail ? Before the war Germany was 
importing 12,000,000 pounds of nicked 
a year, Since the war it is reason- 
able to assume that her requirements 
have been three or four times as 
great, 
Deutschland can carry—despite ire 
quent boasts to the contrary — is a- 
bout 70 tons. So that if Capt. Koe- 
nig made a daily voyage to Germany 
with a cargo of nickel for six solid 
months the enemy would still be fax 
from obtaining the amount he re 
quires, 

Summing up the situation the case 
resolves itself into this: that while 
laying the foundations for the refin- 
ing of our own nickel in our oWn 
country, the Dominion Government 
has been able to carry out a policy 
which, without interfering with the 
steady supply of this vital material 
to the Empire and her allies, has, at 
the same time, starved the Germanic 
Alliance, The Deutschland may take 
a second cargo to Germany, she may 
take more, but that possibly, as 
Hon. Arthur Meighen  s0 powerfully 
put it in Montreal the other day, is 
no more a reflection on the efficiency 
of the nickel policy of the Dominion 
Government than is the presence of 
submarines in the North Sea a re 
flection on the efficiency of the naval 
policy of the British Government.

The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section wf uvailable 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
tchewan’ or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Suv-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Domiaion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agenvy), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
ouse is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre.
